ORDINANCE NO. 14 


An Ordinance of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre Creating the Office of 
Health Officer, defining the 
duties of said officer and pro¬ 
viding for certain health and 
sanitary regulations within the 
City of Sierra Madre. 

Tlie Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. The office of Health Offi¬ 
cer of the City of Sierra Madre is here¬ 
by created and established. Said officer 
shall be appointed by the Board of 
Trustees upon the recommendation of 
the Board of Health from amoni the 
regularly licensed physicians of the City 
of Sierra Madre, and said Health Officer 
shall receive such compensation for his 
services as said Board of Trustees shall 
from time to time determine.

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of every 
physician practicing within said City of 
Sierra Madre to report, upon physicians’ 
cards to be provided by the Health 
Officer to such physician for that pur¬ 
pose, to said Health Officer, in addition 
to the reports elsewhere herein pro¬ 
vided for, within ten days from the 
date of the occurrence of the same, all 
births which such physician may at¬ 
tend, and to sign all certificates of 
death before burial of patients whom 
he has attended and is entitled to sign, 
and if not otherwise reported, to report 
the same to such Health Officer. It 
shall also be the duty of each under¬ 
taker or other person within the City of 
Sierra Madre to procure burial permits 
from the Health Officer before burying 
the dead body of any person having 
died within the limits bf the City of 
Sieira Madre or brought to said City of 
Sierra Madre for burial, nor shall the 
burial of any dead body be permitted 
by the owner or agent of any cemetery 
or burying ground within the City of 
Sierra Madre without receiving such 
burial permit; also to procure removal 
permits for the removal of any such 
dead bodies before removing any body 
for burial or cremation elsewhere than 
within said City of Sierra Madre. Said 
burial or removal permit shall be issued 
to the bearer of a death certificate 
properly filled out and signed by the 
attending physician, by the city Health 
Officer, or in the case of his absence by 
the City Clerk; provided, however, that 
for all removal permits thus issued 
and signed in duplicate said Health 
Officer, or clerk, may charge a fee of one 
dollar for each body so removed. 

Sec. 13. Any person or persons within 
said City of Sierra Madre suffering with 
or afflicted with any chronic, bronchial, 
laryngial or pulmonary cough, accom¬ 
panied by expectoration, is hereby 
classified as suffering from an infect¬ 
ious disease of special type or class, 
unless such person or persons procure 
a certificate from a competent physician 
attending such person or persons, cer¬ 
tifying the malady of such person as 
not being of an infectious nature.

Sec. 16. All plumbing within the said

All vent pipes shall 
be carried out through the roof and at 
least two feet above any opening in the 
roof of any house where the same pro¬ 
ject.
